Lying-by-Suppression 

Last week’s issue of East Bay 
Labor Journal published an edi- 
torial commenting on the way the 


Oakland Tribune is suppressing 
the fact that the rise of county 
relief expenses is due to the rise 
in unemployment. Let’s go into 
this a bit, and show how the Trib 
has been caught dead to rights in 
a deliberate act of lying-by-sup- 
pression. 


In its Tuesday May 18 issue the 
Tribune published at the bottom 
of a coluntn a story with this head- 
line, “County Digs Up Reserve 
Cash for Poor.” The story told of 
the transfer of $250,000 from the 
county emergency reserve fund to! 
meet increased rellief burdens. 
There was no reference whatever 
in that Tribune story to the fact 
that it is unemployment which has 
increased the relief burden. There 
were references to “the poor” and} 
to “the indigent” and to “the 
needy” but no reference to the job- 
less, 


The next morning, Wednésday 
May 19, the S. F. Chronicle pub- 
lished a story on the same subject 
with this headline: “Problem 
Grow Worse: Emergency Funds 
for Alameda Jobless Relief.” The 
Chronicle story throughout related 
the rise in relief burden to the rise 
in unemployment, and in its final 
paragraph, referring to County 
Welfare Director Samuel Thomp- 
son, said: 


“Thompson gloomily predicted 
the relief figures will continue to 
climb during the next six weeks 
as workers who lost their jobs last 
fall exhaust their unemployment 
henefits and begin to need county 
aid.” 2

One Source, Two Versions 
Here is what makes the contrast 
between the Tribune's story and 
the Chronicle's story so signifi- 
cant: the Chronicle has access to 
the Tribune’s news through an ar- 
rangement by which the two pa- 
pers swap services. A Chronicle 
man {s actually located at the Trib- 
une office, and has the right to 
lodk through the material that is 
brought in by Tribune reporters. 
This is a legitimate and sensible 
arrangement widely in vogue in 
the trade. For example, the New) 
York Times has a man stationed! 
in the Chronicle office who has) 
access to the news the Chronicle 
reporters bring in. | 


What this boils down to is that} 
the Tribune and the Chronicle,! 
having access to exactly the same 
material, made entirely different 
stories out of that material. | 

The Tribune story was in a thin| 
devitalized atmosphere, remote 
from economic and social fact, a/ 
story about “the poor, the indigent, | 
the needy.” Strange bloodless beg- 
gars these, miserable dehumanized 
pauper to whom a kindly Board 
of Supervisors must toss bones and 
odd helpments! 

But the Chronicle story told} 
about real human beings, you and 
me out of a job, the people who do 
the work of this world, denied 
since last fall the chance to work.

Labor, the famous weekly paper 
issued by railroad unions, pub- 
lished in a recent issue a picture 
of Congressman -George P. Miller 
under the heading “Kind of Man 
}to Elect to Congress.” 


| Labor calls Miller “an outstand- 
ling progressive Democratic, with 
a 100 percent record ...a mem- 
ber of the highly important Armed 
Services Committee and worked 
tirelessly to secure a fair deal for 
postoffice and other civil service 
employees . . . Before coming to 
Congress served two terms in the 
California Legislature from the 
\14th Assembly District, the one 
from which Senator Knowland, Re- 
publican floor leader and ultra-con- 
servative, was first elected to pub- 
lie office . ... By contrast, Know- 
land, born with a silver spoon in 
his mouth, has voted wrong vir- 
tually all the way.”

{be channeled into this plant? 
| The San Leandro Dodge plant, 
jopened in 1948, has over 1,000,000 
|square feet of floor space. It is| 
'one of the most modern automo- 
bile plants on the West Coast. It 
is located in the San Francisco: 
Bay Area where, in the event of 
an emergency, its potentials would 
make a great contribution to na-! 


There are over 2,000 people em-) 
ployed in the plant and its ancil- 
lary operations. The dissipation of 
this valuable pool of skilled me- 
chanics would be highly detri- 
mental to the national interest. 

There is another pertinent rea- 
son why this plant should be al- 
lotted war work.

2 Paid Hours to Vote 


State law requiring employers to 
allow time for employes to vcte 
in the June 8 primary elections, 
unless workers . have ent 
time to vote before or att ‘their 
work day was cited recently by 
Attorney General Edmund G. 
Brown, 

The law requires that employers 
post notices prior to May 29, in- 
forming employes of their voting 
jtime rights, Brown said. 

According to the attorney gen- 
eral, employes must give employ- 
ers two working days’ notice if 
they want time off for voting. 

Brown said the law provides that 
four consecutive hours, during 
which the polls are open before or 
after a worker’s shift, are suffi- 
cient for the employe to vote on 
his own time, with no working 
time off. 

Otherwise, Brown continued, 
the employe may take off to a 
total of two working hours, with 
pay, either at the beginning or 
the end of the work day.
